Mudgett was held in $25,000 
bond. His sister, Jean Spiess, 
32, also of near Martinsville, 
also was arrested in the 
burglaries and was freed in 
$25,000 bond earlier. 
Jailers ¡said the men got away 
by filing through two bars in

Mason said the burglaries 
d-ted back to late 1970 or early

the license plate of a car seen 
near the scene of a home 
burglary near Spencer. 
Mudgett was the Indiana 
heavyweight champ but lost in 
a first-round knockout in his 
first match at the national 
tournament at Lowell, Mass., 
last spring. He was beaten by 
Nick Wells, Fort Worth, Tex.

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - U.S. 
B52 b o m b e r s accidentally 
dumped an estimated 180 tons 
of bombs on Neak Luong today, 
inflicting at least 300 casualties 
and reducing the strategic 
Mekong River town to rubble, 
Cambodian Air Fonce sources 
said. 
They said two formations of 
the big planes unloaded their 
payloads over the «sleeping town 
by 
mistake shortly before 
dawn. Each plane normally 
pack 30 tons of explosives and 
they usually fly three planes to 
a formation. 
The sources said Neak Luong, 
a ferry-crossing town 32 miles 
!*outheast of Phnom Penh and 
considered the most strategic 
defense position 
along the 
Mekong River, was destroyed. 
The bombs from a three- 
pJane B52 formation literally 
obliterate everything in a path 
half a mile wdde and more than 
two miles long. 
Lt. Sath Kong, a doctor at a 
Phnom Penh hospital where the 
wounded were brought for 
Initial treatment, said at least 
BOO Cambodian soldiers and 
civilian® were killed or woun­ 
ded. He said that by nightfall

First reports of the Neak Luong 
bombing said low-flying U.S. 
F ill jet fighter bombers made 
the strike, but the Cambodian 
Air Force sources later said the 
incident involved two waves of 
B52s. 
“ It was still dark when we 
got to Neak Luong,” the 
Cambodian Air Force colonel 
who directed the evacuation 
said. “I counted at least 50 
dead lying in the roads before 
we took off. But I imagine 
there were many more.” 
One of the wounded villagers, 
Pooh Theng, 35, lay on a cot in 
a military hospital in the 
capital. Nearby her husband 
and three children were moan­ 
ing on adjoining beds as flies 
swarmed around their bloodied 
bodies. She was in shock when 
a UPI reporter talked with her. 
“I was asleep when the noise 
or the planes woke me,” she 
told the reporter. “I didn’t see 
the planes. 1 didn't know what 
happened.” 
The command urged refugees 
who streamed into the capital 
during the offensive to return to 
their homes. But there was no 
movement out of the city, and 
others caught in the fighting 
packed their belongings today 
and fled to Phnom Penh during 
the lull in combat, joining the 
thousands who had fled earlier. 
Today’s heavy fighting ’eft at 
least one village in smoldering 
ruins but field report® said 
Communist troops who at the 
height of the offensive had 
pushed to within one mile of the 
capital's southern edge retreat­ 
ed southward in mass disarray. 
A command spokesman said 
Highway 1, a vital lifeline to 
Phnom Penh, was now open all 
the way to Dey Eth, 13 miles 
iway. 
In clearing the insurgents 
from the highway, field reports 
said Cambodian troops iiberat- 
f*d the town of Veal Sbov, five 
railes 
southeast of 
Phnom 
Penh; Prek Eng, two miles 
farther south; Koki, about 10 
miles down the road from the 
capital, and many villages in 
between. 
Government troops, backed 


by heavy barrages of artillery 
rind selective American air 
itrikes, drove the rebels back 
Sunday night and early today, 
securing the road by daylight. 
About 80 per cent of Veal 
Sbov, the scene of heavy 
lighting Saturday and Sunday, 
was destroyed. Homes hit by 
artillery -were left in piles of 
ashes that were still smoldering 
today. 
The few remaining refugees 
at Veal Sbov picked through the 
debris,

Louisiana 
was 
ordered not to play intercollegi­ 
ate basketball games for two 
years, the school was placed on 
indefinite probation, and tor 
four years it W'ill be ineligible 
tor national collegiate cham­ 
pionship «competition and 
all 
other post season games, the 
right to vote in the convention 
except on the motion to expel it 
and 
be 
ineligible 
for 
any 
national television program. 
Should the university with­ 
draw from membership prior to 
convention 
aciton, 
no NCAA 
member may play the school in

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A panel of 
physicians disturbed by recent reports of 
human experimentation and steriliza­ 
tion without informed consent has call­ 
ed for mandatory instruction on medical 
ethics for all students of the health 
sciences. 
“What we need is a massive education­ 
al program in all institutions that have 
to do with the health sciences,” said Dr. 
Paul H. Andreini, an internal medicine 
consultant at the Mayo Clinic, Roches­ 
ter, Minn. 
“I have been very disturbed over the 
Í)ast five or six years in the apparent 
ack of interest by many physicians in 
the area of ethics and by the lack of in­ 
terest by attorneys in this area,” he said 
at a news seminar on the subject spon­ 
sored by the Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. 
Foundation. 
Andreini was one of three physicians 
recently awarded $18.000 fellowships by 
the foundation to study medical ethics. 
Abuses Headlined 
In announcing the awards, Mrs. Eun­ 
ice Kennedy Shriver, executive director 
of the Kennedy Foundation, said, “recent 
headlines recording gross abuses of med­ 
ical patients have dramatically under­ 
lined the need for more intensive train­ 
ing of physicians in ethics and morality.” 
Dr. George D. Shoup, a Jesuit who re­ 
ceived a Ph. D in anatomy from the Uni­ 
versity of Colorado in 1956 and an M. D. 
from Yale in June, said most medical 
students are not taught about ethical 
principles or the value of human life. 
“Not being taught any ethics is in a 
sense being taught bad ethics because 
then it’s left up to the prevailing ideas in 
a society or in a community,” he said. “It 
seems to me that the prevailing idea in 
a society or in a community is simply a 
cost benefit type of approach. If it’s eco­ 
nomically beneficial, then it’s good. If 
it’s not economically beneficial, then it's 
bad.” 
Seminar Proposed 
Dr. David Allen, now chief resident of 
the Harvard Psychiatric Sendee at Bos­ 
ton City Hospital and another winner of 
a Kennedy fellowship, said he was train­ 
ed in the United Kingdom, in Scandina­ 
via and worked in the West Indies and in 
Boston and never received any formal 
discussion of medical ethics or controver­ 
sial problems. 
“I think it should be mandatory that 
every medical student either yearly or at 
least some time during h. s training be 
exposed to a well prepared, well organ­ 
ized and contemporary seminar or dis­ 
cussion in these crucial issues involving 
medical ethics, consumerism and patient 
relationships,” Allen said.

Patronage practices in In­ 
diana polities came under at­ 
tack; 'this time in a report to 
the U. S. Department of Justice 
by the 
General Accounting 
Office. 
Republican State Chairman 
Thomas iililligan called a news 
conference 
to 
defend 
the 
practice, dear to the hearts of 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
alike. The story had just broken 
in Washington, and few details 
were known. One wire service 
had a preliminary story, and 
the GOP staff made copies so 
intelligent questions could be 
asked. 
Basically, the Federal Cam­ 
paign Act, passed in 1971, 
became effective in April. 1972. 
A Federal Elections Office was 
created, and representatives of 
that agency joined with the staff 
of 
the 
General 
Accounting 
Office in auditing the books of 
the Republican State Central 
Committee. The law governs 
income and expenditures for all 
federal offices, and places a 
limit on spending for the office 
of President only. 
To meet the requirements, 
any expendí'ure for Congress 
must be reported, and joint 
advertising for the State and 
National 
tickets 
must 
be 
allocated 
toward 
the 
total 
Presidential expenditure. Early 
in the game, Jam es Neal who 
was State Chairman, elected to 
report the entire cash flow 
including expenditures for state 
offices, not required under the 
law. The General Accounting 
auditors took exceptions and 
reported on the two per cent 
patronage collections to the 
Department of Justice. 
Milligan said: “This report 
involves the patronage system 
in Indiana which has been the 
backbone of the two party 
system in this state. Indiana 
has one of the most active two 
party systems of any state in 
the country and remains as one 
of the last of what is called 
patronage states. The essence 
of the two party system has 
at stake the question of par­ 
ticipation in the party of your 
choice 
with 
the 
ultimate 
question being freedom in the 
political process. I think that 
the United States is unique in 
the development of two strong 
parties, and that the democracy 
has flourished on the basis of 
two strong parties." 
He reported that 46 per cent 
of the income last year to the 
R e p u b l i c a n State Central 
Committee 
was 
from 
con­ 
tributions made by employees 
of state government. With no 
collections in January, it is now 
running 
around $31.000 per 
month or $375,000 per year, 
year. 
down from about $500.000 last 
Tihe state has some 25,000 
employes, with 11,000 under 
merit employment. Some 7.000 
more are in career employment 
or are governed by other laws 
such as the requirement for 50- 
50 employment in the State 
Police and on the State Police 
and on the State Board of Ac­ 
counts. Of these, most are 
governed by the new state law 
requiring that not more than 
60 percent belong to any one 
party. This leaves some 4.200 
making patronage contributions 
to the Republican party. The 
2 per cent contributions were 
instigated by Frank McHale, 
political advisor1 to Governor 
Paul V. McNutt in 1933, and 
is used by both parties in the 
state. 
Milligan said: “If a Governor 


goes into office and has no 
capability to change the level 
of performance by discharging 
people and hiring new ones, he 
is severely handicapped from 
being accountable to the people 
e ected him. Ability of a 
government to change largely 
reía es to the ability to inspire 
or change personnel rendering 
services. We need that ability 
to have responsive government, 
and the people taking those jobs 
understand it when they go into 
office.** 
He said: “I personally feel 
that

law, 
requiring the full 
area 
of 
campaign financing to exist in 
the light of day. We find in 
our fund raising to date, that 
by giving people the full story, 
setting out the facts as they 
are, people respond. When we 
ask for a contribution we give 
an accounting of what has been 
done with their money, and 
have found it to be a good party 
principle. I would advocate that 
we have an election law in 
Indiana along the lines of the 
Federal law which brings out 
into the open all of the facts 
of party finance."
